m i concern for the wholesale physical 

misery and moral havoc with which 
their infamous business is cursing 
millions of a helpless anil heathenish 
tt.ee. It is simply useless to argue and 
remonstrate with the distributing 
agent* of intoxicating liquors. The 
public sentiment of Christendom must 
be aroused to hold such enemies of 
mankind In check. And to this end 
the facts must get a hearing; and what 
are some of the facts? 

Unfortunately, the negro, like the 

Indian, lakes naturally to tiro-wnter. 
He welcomes it above, every thing else 
that civilization can offer. Ho loves 
the frenzied excitement and brutal 
urgirs into which it throws him. When 
rum is at hand ho deliberately aban- 
don* work and surrenders himself to 
debauchery and drunken savagery un- 
til the supply is exhausted. It Is dear- 
er to him than cloth, beads, gilt wire 
and all other things. Indeed, 
of the caravans going from the stations 
along tho Congo to the interior, found 
that without rum they could not make, 
exchanges at all with the natives; and 
when the mm gave out they had to 
give np business and return for more. 
In many places bottles of sprits are 
used, as currency is among ourselves. 

Alcohol takes tho place of specie — 
with this difference, that it doesn't 
last as specie does. One missionary 
complains that he finds great difficulty 
in assembling a sober congregation. 
Drink demoralizes faster than the Bible 
can reform the wretched victims of bar- 
barism on the one hand, and of the 
whit* man's conscienceless temptations 
on the other. "To procuro it thoy will 
join," we aro told, "in slave hunts, 
and massncre their nearest neighbors. 
Kit age by nature, drink makes devils 
of them, ami renders all prospect of 
raising them vain."
